STUDIES CENTRAL 
AFRICA DWARFS 


Find They Have Belief In 
Supreme Being—The Lit- 
tle Men Are Monogamous. 


Vienna,—Information of the highest | 
importance not only to ethnology, ms 
also to religious science is being 


brought back by the Rev. Dr. Sche- 
besta, S.V.D., the distinguished priest- 
ethnologirt of the Mission House of 
St. Gabriel, near Vienna, who, 
more than a year, has been conducting 
studies among the dwarf tribes of 
Central Africa, according to a report 
received here from Awakubi, Belgian 
Congo. Dr. Schebesta it was who three | 
years ago caused an international sen- 
sation by his research work among the 
dwarf tribes of the Malay Archipe- | 
lage. 

Dr. Schbesta set out for Central 
Africa in January, 1929, and began at 
once his studies among the “Uturi 
Dwarfs,” the tribes living near the 
stream Uturi. | 

It was the purpose of the priest- | 
scientist to ascertain the mode of liv-| 
ng, the customs and spiritual concep- | 
tions of these dwarf tribes, which be- | 
long to the primitive races of man-| 
kind. Being the survivors of the pri- | 
‘eval man, there may be drawn from | 
these dwarfs important conclusions | 


‘concerning the earliest inhabitants of 


the earth. 

Supporters of the theory of mater- 
ialistic evolution like to maintain the 
opinion that the primitive tribes were 


without any religion, and that belief 
in a supernatural being developed only | 


at a later stage. For this reason, it | 
was of great importance that Father 
Gusinde, S.V.D., an associate of Dr. 
Schebesta, who is well known in Ame- 
rica as a Professor in the University 


of Tierra del Fuego the obvious pre- 


Of equal importance were the discov- | 
eries made by Dr. Schebesta among 
the dwarf races on the Malay Archi-| 
pelago. 

These natives live in huts which re- 
semble bee-hives, and which are built | 
only by the women. The grown chil- 


dren, as a rule, sleep in their own huts, 


separated according to sexes. The 
dwarfs are hunters, but, as arrows are 
their only weapons, they can shoot 
only small animals. They feed mainly 
on vegetables and white ants. They 
live in monogamy, as polygamy and) 
marriage between relatives are forbid- 
den. It is also interesting that they 
are not acquainted with the prepara- 
tion of a fire, and therefore keep their | 
fires burning at all times.
